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8. B, O. 794. — For the purpose of collection of feeds levied under the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce 
No. 91-0\\’(4)/50, dated the 21st October, 1950 the following instructions arc 
issued for general information: — 

1. The prescribed fee shall be deposited at any Qovernmont Treasury or 

OfiPica of the Imperial Bank of India or the Reserve Bank of India 
transacting the business of the Central Oovorninent, for credit to 
the Central Government under a separate head “llxport Licence 
Fees” subordinate to the major head XLVI— Miscellaneous, The 
treasury or bank receijit should show particulars' of the application 
for the grant of export licence, namely description of goods and 
value applied for, and should be attaclied to the application before 
submitting ihe same to the proper autho'-ity and the application 
should also contain details of the treasury receipt under which the 
requisite foe has been deposited. 

2. No applications will be entertained which are not accompanied by such 

proof of payment of the fee prescribed under the aforesaid notifica- 
tion.
